FINDINGS 

On February 23, 2007, the Superintendent of Police filed 
with the Police Board of the City of Chicago charges against 
Fingerprint Technician III Janet Richardson, Employee No. 16087 
(hereinafter sometimes referred to as "Respondent")/ recommending 
that the Respondent be discharged from the Chicago Police 
Department for violating the following Rules of Conduct: 

Rule 1 : Violation of any law or ordinance. 

Rule 2 : Any action or conduct which impedes the 

Department's efforts to achieve its policy and 
goals or brings discredit upon the Department. 

Rule 41 : Disseminating, releasing, altering, defacing or 
removing any Department record or information 
concerning police matters except as provided by 
Department orders. 

The Police Board caused a hearing on these charges against 
Fingerprint Technician Janet Richardson to be had before Michael 
G. Berland, Hearing Officer of the Police Board, on October 30, 
2007. 

Following the hearing, the members of the Police Board read 
and reviewed the certified transcription of the hearing and 
viewed the video-recording of the hearing. Michael G. Berland, 
Hearing Officer, made an oral report to and conferred with the 
Police Board before it rendered a decision. 
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The Police Board of the City of Chicago, as a result of its 
hearing of the charges, finds and determines that: 

1. The Respondent was at all times mentioned herein 
employed as a civilian by the Department of Police of the City of 
Chicago. 

2. The charges were filed in writing and a notice, stating 
the time, date, and place, when and where a hearing of the 
charges was to be held, together with a copy of the original 
charges, was served upon the Respondent more than five (5) days 
prior to the hearing on the charges. 

3. Throughout the hearing the Respondent appeared in 
person and was represented by legal counsel. 

4. The Respondent, Fingerprint Technician Janet 
Richardson, Employee No. 16087, charged herein, is not gruilty of 
violating, to wit: 

Rule 1 : Violation of any law or ordinance, 

in that: 

Count I : The superintendent did not prove by a preponderance 
of the evidence that on or before November 5, 2005, the 
Respondent obtained control over stolen property knowing the 
property to have been stolen or under such circumstances as 
would reasonably induce her to believe that the property was 
stolen, in that she was in possession of counterfeit digital 
video discs, in violation of chapter 720 of the Illinois 
Compiled Statutes, section 5/16-1(a)(4). 

Count II : The superintendent did not prove by a 
preponderance of the evidence that on or before November 5, 
2005, the Respondent intentionally, knowingly, or recklessly 
transferred or caused to be transferred without the consent 
of the owner, any sounds or images recorded on any sound or 
audio visual recording with the purpose of selling or 
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causing to be sold, or using or causing to be used for 
profit the article to which such sounds or recordings of 
sound are transferred, in violation of Chapter 720 of the 
Illinois Compiled Statutes, section 5/16-7(a)(1). 


5. The Respondent, Fingerprint Technician Janet 
Richardson, Employee No. 16087, charged herein, is not guilty of 
violating, to wit: 

Rule 2 : Any action or conduct which impedes the 

Department's efforts to achieve its policy and 
goals or brings discredit upon the Department. 

in that; 

Count- I : The superintendent did not prove by a preponderance 
of the evidence that on or before November 5, 2005, the 
Respondent obtained control over stolen property knowing the 
property to have been stolen or under such circumstances as 
would reasonably induce her to believe that the property was 
stolen, in that she was in possession of counterfeit digital 
video discs, thereby impeding the Department's efforts to 
achieve its policy and goals or bringing discredit upon the 
Department. 

Count II : The superintendent did not prove by a 
preponderance of the evidence that on or before November 5, 
2005, the Respondent transferred or caused to be transferred 
without the consent of the owner, digital and/or audio 
sounds and/or images to digital video discs, thereby 
impeding the Department's efforts to achieve its policy and 
goals or bringing discredit upon the Department. 


6. The Respondent, Fingerprint Technician Janet 
Richardson, Employee No. 16087, charged herein, is guilty of 
violating, to wit: 

Rule 2 : Any action or conduct which impedes the 

Department's efforts to achieve its policy and 
goals or brings discredit upon the Department. 

in that: 
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Count III : On or about November 5, 2005, at or around 3340 
West Douglas Boulevard, Chicago, she attempted to stop 
officers in a search warrant team from gaining entry to the 
first-floor apartment, thereby impeding the Department's 
efforts to achieve its policy and goals or bringing 
discredit upon the Department. 

Count IV : On or about November 5, 2005, at or around 3340 
West Douglas Boulevard, Chicago, she had various Chicago 
Police Department documents and/or one or more Riverdale 
Police Department documents in her residence, without 
authorization, thereby impeding the Department's efforts to 
achieve its policy and goals or bringing discredit upon the 
Department. 


7. The Respondent, Fingerprint Technician Janet Richardson, 
Employee No. 16087, charged herein, is guilty of violating, to 
wit; 


Rule 41 : Disseminating, releasing, altering, defacing or 
removing any Department record or information 
concerning police matters except as provided by 
Department orders. 

in that: 

On or about November 5, 2005, at or around 3340 West Douglas 
Boulevard, Chicago, she had various Chicago Police 
Department documents and/or one or more Riverdale Police 
Department documents in her residence, without 
authorization, thereby disseminating, releasing, altering, 
defacing or removing and Department record or information 
concerning police matters. 


By reason of the findings of fact and guilt to the extent 
set forth herein, cause exists for the suspension of the 
Respondent, Fingerprint Technician Janet Richardson, Employee No. 
16087, from her position with the Department of Police, and from 
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the services of the City of Chicago, from February 27, 2007, to 
and including February 15, 2008.

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DECISION 


The Police Board of the City of Chicago, having read and 
reviewed the certified transcription of the hearing, having 
viewed the video-recording of the hearing, having received the 
oral report of the Hearing Officer, Michael G. Borland, and 
having conferred with the Hearing Officer on the credibility of 
the witnesses and the evidence, hereby adopts all findings 
herein; and, in reaching its decision as to the penalty imposed, 
the Board has taken into account not only the facts of this case 
but also the Respondent's complimentary and disciplinary 
histories, copies of which are attached hereto as Exhibit A; and 


IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that the Respondent, Fingerprint 
Technician Janet Richardson, Employee No. 16087, as a result of 
having been found guilty of charges in Police Board Case No. 07 
PB 2628, be and hereby is suspended from her position as a 
fingerprint technician with the Department of Police, and from 
the services of the City of Chicago, for a period from 27 
February 2 007 to and including 15 February 2008 _
